EXPRESSIONS TO DEVELOP CHARACTER 
Mrs. Hema Vijayakumar L.T(C ) 


The Chief Scout of the world Lord Robert Stephenson Baden Powell 
of Gilwell the founder in his forward to Scouting for Boys observed, “A 
true Scout is looked up to by other boys and by grown ups as a fellow 
who will not fail to do his duty however risky and dangerous it may be, a 
fellow who is jolly and cherry no matter how great the difficulty before 
him.” 


Did you know? “A CUB looks up to the Boy Scout and the Boy Scout 
looks up to the Old Scout or Pioneer” Therefore SET AN EXAMPLE. 
Baden Powell as we know started his life as Robert Stephenson Baden 
Powell achieved the glorious titles of “Sir and Lord “ but became 
simplyB.P. for the whole world . 


Quoting B.P. “Every Scout ought to prepare himself to be a good citizen of 
his country and the world.” Yes.and we as Scouters /Guiders are there to 
act as Facilitator, Resource Agent and Guide to mould the young boys 
and girls and improve standards specially in “Character & Health’ 
ensuring to motivate them to replace se/f with service. By doing so the 
boys and girls are strengthened physically and morally enabling them to 
sink all differences and” look on all boys as friends, whether rich or poor, 
from town or from country and strengthen them to stand up for their own 
country. Character requires that the youth be trained to perform most 
ee tasks very humbly with cheerfulness and grace and do good unto 
others. 

The Scout Lawreminds us of this. Therefore follow the Scout law always. 
“A Scout is not only a friend to people around him, but a friend of the 
entire world.” Making friends and keeping friends is the best way for 
lasting peace. So dear friends, spread this Friendship throughout the 
world through getting pen friends as Scouting is world wide 
brotherhood. 
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Being aware that the life of a knight had high influence in building a 
persons character let us inculcate “Building the Chivalry of the Knight” in 
the boys and girls The Knights motto was “Be always Ready “from 
which B. P. Has coined “Be Prepared “. Chivalry was the order of the 
knights during king Arthur's reign. This reminds of the Story of Arthur who 
aS a page went on an errand to bring a sword for his cousin who was 
unarmed to fight. Since no sword was readily available and remembering 
a sword stuck in a stone in the churchyard, he rushed and pulled the 
sword gave ittohis cousin who succeeded in the fight. He then returned 
the sword back to original position pushing the same inside the stone. 
The surrounding crowds were alarmed of his gesture as the writing 
beneath stone was “Whosoever pulleth this sword out of this stone is the 
right wise king born of all England. "Thus Arthur became King Arthur to 
reign England. 


The Knights of old were tough warriors who fought for the country and 
during peace they would go about the country looking out to do Good 
Turn for the needy. They were just like the Patrol leaders and their 
assistance were like our Scouts. During their times the story of St. 
George and the dragon was famous for an example of bravery. St. 
George went unarmed to Selem in England were a ferocious Dragon ate 
the citizens day by day. On the particular day of his visit it was the turn of 
Cleo Linda the daughter of the king to be sacrificed, but St. George 
refuted this with his bravery. He attacked the animal without fear, with a 
Spear and with full power he could put into himself and his horse. He 
succeeded in over coming the difficulty which no body braved to tackle. 


As a Scout we have to face the difficulties no matter how great or 
terrifying it may appear and overcome them as our motto is “Be 
Prepared : 


As Scouts we are gentlemen. Normally people think a gentleman has 
plenty of money but, to quote B.P,” a Gentleman is anyone who carries 
out rules of Chivalry of knight.” Lord Baden Powell has applied these 
rules ranging with all values of life which enables Character building, 
namely truth, honesty, integrity, self sacrifice, kindness, friendliness, 
honour, and to defend the poor and weak, keep to promises, with 
modifications as the SCOUT LAW. 
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This reminds of the Spanish proverb “Kindness and Gentleness are great 
virtues, so also to oblige without regarding whom you oblige.” as Quoted 
by B.P. which means be kind to anyone rich or poor small or great 
irrespectively. This has been clearly brought to the ovement through the 
SCOUT PROMISE. The promise reminds that good turn has to be done 
and character building of boys and girls starts at this juncture B. P. says 
‘Doing a good turn even if it be small good turnis a good turn. Once you 
start continue to do so through out life. A simple suggestion is given by 
B.P. to follow,’ Remember the knot on your neckerchief and on your Scout 
badge -remember to do a good turn and do the same not only to your 
friend but to strangers as well.” The Promise is a stepping stone to 
Chatracter building. 


People abroad under estimate our country as” Country of beggars’ . 
Why? This is because of the custom and generosity in our country to 
extend alms to the poor so follow B.P “teach a man to fish and you give 
him a living” Inculcate desire to work and destroy laziness. Each has 
ability, a talent which must be brought out to shine . This brought about the 
PROFICIENCY BADGE SYSTEM introduced by our Founder in 
Scouting. The Proficiency badges are a route to self improvement and 
building qualities of a good citizen. Therefore encourage badge earner 
not badge hunter. The choice is the individual's to build self respect, self 
confidence, experience and all round development. 


A Scout never accepts tips unless it is pay for work done. Just say,” 
thank you very much but I'M a Scout and our rule do not allow us to 
accept anything for a Good turn.” We have to remember the Unknown 
Scout whose gesture to show way to the correct address brought about 
scouting inAmerica 


B. P. gives the instance of Julius Caesar ,who was entertained by a poor 
peasant to a bowl of pickles ,thinking that such sort of vegetables were 
preferred by the elite. Julius Caesar showed his politeness by pretending 
to like the dish though it burnt his mouth and disagreed with him. 
Politeness in general means to greet others, keep cheerful and smiling 
and acknowledge others. This is what B.P. has introduced through his 
Scouting ideals.

So far 25 State Rallies (Jamborees) have been held in different places in 
the State and at most of these contingents from other States have also 
participated in addition to our own members. Itis a healthy convention 
Established from the very early days that these Rallies are organized in 
behalf of the State Headquarters by the District Associations. 

The following is the brief note about the Rally held from time to time the 
first Scout rally was held in Chikamangalore District, from 28" April to 

6" May 1920 with about 270 Participants. 

The Second Scout Rally came off in Bowring pet now (Bangarpet) from 
27" to 31" December 1920 about 500 participants were present. 

The third State Rally was held at Nandi from 30" December 1921 to 2” 
January 1922 nearly 700 participants were present. 

The fourth Scout Rally held in shimoga from 18" to 21* April 1926, about 
450 participated. The fifth State Rally with about 740 attending was held 
in Tumkur from 15" to 20" April 1929. 

The Sixth State Rally was held in Mysore from 14” to 18" May 1931, 940 
participants were presented. 

The Seventh Rally held in Hassan from the 9" to 14" May 1933 and 

740 participants attended. 

The Eighth Rally was held in Chitradurga from the 12” to 15” August 1935, 
1500 attended in this Rally. 

The Late Chief Scout was present in the III, 4", 5", 6", 7” and 8" State 


Rallies. 
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State Training Commissioner(S) 


The Ninth State Rally was held in Bangalore from 24" to 28" 

December 1940 with 3712 participants attended. 

His Highness the Rajpramukh Sri Jaya Chamaraja Wadiyar Bahadur 
was Graciously pleased & inaugurated the Rally and presented 

Silver Wolf to our first Chief Commissioner the Late Rajadharma Pravina 
K. Shankarnarayana Rao, M.A, B.L This was awarded to him by World 
Chief Scout and the Founder Lord B.P. 

All these State Rallies were open only to Scouts. 

The 10" State Jamboree came off in Tumkur District from 9" to 11" May 
1956. A total of 3861 Scouts and Guides attended. 

This was 1° State Jamboree held after Formation of New “the Bharat

lf B.P had given anything else except the patrol system, his name 
would not have been immortal among the greatmen in the world . It is the 
key to the success of scouting as a boy movement. Itis not the curriculum 
of scouting that is most striking feature but it is the method. 

The patrol is the character school of the individual. The patrol is the 
unit of scouting always whether to work or to play for discipline or for duty. 

Scouting has with stood the onslaughts of two major world 
conflegerations. It sustaining base through out has been the patrol 
system. The scout master. The patrol leader and the patrol are the three 
main ingradients which constitute what is known as patrol system. All the 
three are inseparable and unbreakable links of our chain ie scouting. The 
patrol system is the only one method to work within scouting. It cannot 
and should not be replaced by any other device. 

The patrol leader while having direct access to the S.M is never 
allowed to boss over the members of the patrol not bully them in any way. 
He is so trained in taking work from his comrades that they feel it is a joy to 
work under him and with him. 

‘Let us do’ should be his approach and not ‘do this’ 

The best progress is acheived on these troops where power and 
responsibility are really put into the hands of P.L’s. An invaluable step in 
character training is to put responsibility on the individual. The patrol in 
council and C.O.H are an important part of patrol system. 

The second is the boy selected by the P.L. to be his assistant.

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INGREDIENTS OF PATROL SYSTEM 


PATROL : Consisting of 6-8 boys/girls. Itis a unit for the Purpose of work, 
hie: discipline, competitions etc. under a leader and a second to 
assist. 

PATROL SYSTEM : It is a small permanent group each under the 
responsible charge of a leader for all activities. It is the only method of 
scouting. 

PATROL CORNER: Itis ideal that Every patrol is provided a corner in the 
scoutroom which they maintain, decorate and when they meet. 

PATROL BOX: Contain complete patrol equipment. 

PATROL FLAG : Each patrol has a small flag on his staff with his patrol 
animal shown oniton both sides. 

PATROL SIGN : Each scout in the patrol has to be able to imitate the cry 
of his patrol animal. This is the sign by which scouts of a patrol can 
communicate with each other. 

PATROL NAME : Each patrol is names after an animal or bird. Itis a good 
plan to choose only animals and birds found in your district. 

PATROL CALL : This is the signal call of his patrol animal, by which the 
sound of a patrol can communicate with each other. 

PATROL ANIMAL : Each animal is named after an animal found in your 
district. 

PATROL CRY : Member of the patrol use patrol cries which is the cry of 
the animal. 

PATROL SONG : Each patrol compose a song which highlights the 
qualities of the patrol animal. 

PATROL YELLS: To develop the significance of the patrol. 

PATROL STRIPES : Scouts wear shoulder stripes according to the name 
of the patrol. It consists of two bars each 5cm long and 1.5 as wide based 
on the colour. It is stwiched horizontally each 2cm _ aparton the top of the 
left sleeve of the shirt immediately below the shoulder. 

PATROL SECOND : Second is a boy selected by the P.L. to be his 
assistant and to take command of the patrol which he himself is away. 
PATROLIN COUNCIL : Consists of all the members with PLL in the chair. 
TROOP LEADER: One of the pl not led their 6 months experience as P.L 
is appointed as T.L. He offers active assistance to the SM and ASM as 
take charge ofthe unit in the absence of the adult unit leader. | 
ASSISTANT TROOP LEADER : Assists the Troop leader as directed. 
PATROL LEADER: The patrol is under the leadership of one of its own

COURT OF HONOUR : The scout troop in organised and runs as a self 
governing institution.

S.MandASM 
acts as advisors. 

PATROL FORMATION : While moving in the open, the patrol normally 
moves in the formation which is in the shape of a kite formation with the 
P.Lin the centre. | 

PATROL MEETING : An ultimate achievement of the patrol system is for 
the patrols to hold their own regular meetings.
